N this Armistice Day, Nov. 11, the war has been over for 


four years. It is almost startling, that so much time bae 


elapsed since the German surrender, llth hour of the llth day of 
the llth month. 


Time, -which heals all wounds and obliterates all human ac- 


tivities, is rushing the great conflict into the mifots of memory. 


The world still ferments with troubles, but the outlook as a 


whole is far better than it was a year ago. 
There are fewer un- 


certainties in the situation, and it is becoming obvious that the 
world is definitely on the way back to the normal conditions of 
peace. The road, however, will be a long one. 


Crises, which threaten to become calamities, still rear their 


ugly heads periodically. But people are noticing that these crises 
never turn out as badly as expected; the doucls are more t°r- 
rifying than the storms that follow. 


America is leading all other countries, in reconstruction and a 


return to sane thinking—common sense. We have taken and 
•withstood the shock of industrial depression, natural reaction of 
the war. 
Our outlook is bright, where a year ago it was uncer- 


tain. 


Europe wiil be slower to recover, for its damage was greater. 


But conditions over there, while bad, are far better than even 
the most optimistic hoped for when* the last shot was fired in 
France. 


Convalescence from a critical illness requires time, cannot take 


place quickly by magic. That is the keynote of the European 
Bituation, this Armistice Day.

that the mental resourcefulness, necessary 
for a successful 


criminal career, usually pays better when applied to legitimate 
pursuits. 


The man who invented the first gold brick, for instance, was 


a high type of scientific salesman, tho it probably never occurred 
to him that a man who could sell brass for gold could sell almost 
anything, even snow at the north pole. 


What the modern criminal lacks in intelligence, compared with 


the .crooks of a generation ago, he generally makes up in a will- 
ingness to commit murder without hesitation, says Plnkerton. 


The old-time crook usually shot only ns a last resort. 
Today every city has a breed of crooks who will kill as quickly 


and indifferently as the fictional bad man of early days in the 
west. 


Murder and a crook's willingness to "bump off" his victim have 


become the foremost criminal problems. 


In the old days when a footpad usually used a black-jack or a 


piece of lead pipe, his victim had a chance. Today the pistol has 
taken the place of blackjack and lead pipe. 


The average modern crook is a coward unless he has a pistol 


6nd cocaine or some other drug to create in him the false cour- 
age necessary to make him use his "gat." 


Control of the drug traffic find an absolute prohibition of pis- 


tols are necessary before crime can be restrained on a big scale. 
Make it impossible for crooks to get pistols and drugs, and crime 
Hews will become dull.

dates from defeat in the election in 
Allen-co were features of the ballot 
battle. In one instance the result was 
exactly a tie between the • opposing 
candidates, 9,493 persons having: voted 
for each of Dr. A. C. Adams, Repub- 
lican, and Dr. Frank Smith, Democrat, 
for coroner. Dr. Adams won in a draw 
and was declared re-elected. 
• Hairy Botkins, Republican, up foi> 
re-election for county treasurer, won 
out by 45 votes over his Democratic 
opponent, N. W. Basinger. Two years 
ago Botkins won over Basinger by 1,- 
378. 


Allen-co gave Vic Donahey, Demo- 


cratic candidate for governor, a ma- 
jority of 2.04S over Carmi Thompson, 
Republican. Two years ago Donahey 
carried this county by 64 over Davis, 
while Harding was given a majority 
of 2,320.

To John T. Cotner, Democrat, clerk 


of courts for two years past, goes the 
palm for having piled up the biggest 
majority in this unit of the common- 
wealth, over Mrs. Loretta Durbin. He 
received exactly 6,216 votes more than 
accorded to Mrs. Durbin. It is the oc- 
casion of general comment that Judge 
Florence Allen, of Cleveland, who was 
elected supreme judge as ar> independ- 
ent, received only 1,953 less votes in 
Allen-co than did Mrs. Durbin. Con- 
sidering that Mrs. Durbin had the ad- 
vantage of residence here, the vote 
given Miss Allen as an independent it, 
remarkable. 


Judge Phil Crow was given a plur- 


ality of 4,788; Bloom, Democrat, won 
over Chatfield, of Cincinnati, for lieu- 
tenant governor by 3,874 in the coun- 
ty; Cable, Republican, took a lead of 
3,78V over Goeke, Democrat, for con- 
gress; Smith, Democrat, over Toy for 
surveyor bj> 3,729; Phillips, Democrat, 
over Hartline for auditor by 2,728. 
Other majorities ranged downward, 
save against the beer and wine amend- 
ment which stands at 6,728; against 
fair bonds 8,344; against debt limita- 
tion, 5,726; against classification for 
taxation, 5,459. 


The total vote in the county was es- 


timated at 25,000, whereas but 21.16G 
were p6l!ed, of which Lima cast 11,- 
821 and the remainder of the county 
9,345.
